—Tin- .sun shone brightly on the Var- 
sity Stadium this afternoon ;is two 
thousand fans cheered the iilue and 
While field and track «tarif to a de- 
cisive and well earned intercollegiate 
victory. From the time the meet 
started early In the afternoon until 
the sun wont down behind the covered 
stands the issue was never in doubt. 

It was .nn ideal afternoon for track 
mid the Toronto team took every 
advantage <>r the situation: They 
piled un a huge lead with TS points to 
their credit. .McGill was second with 
32 and Queens had IG while Western 
failed to count. 

In all, four records were broken, 
two marks helm: lowered by MeGill 
men. Toronto made one new mark, 
and Queens have the three mile nf- 
fulr to j their credit. Two records 
«ni equalled. 

Toronto was easily the best of nlli 
represented. Two records were 
equalled the half mile and the hun- 
dred yards. In this race, several! 
watches showed nine and lour fifths' 
seconds but this result was not the of- 
ficial one. 

McGill was outclassed hopelessly 
and évén In several of the events In 
which she was expected to brin;; home 
at leasl eight points, the dope failed 
to materialize. The relay race to- 
morrow means nothing but a pleas- 
ant interlude to the football game 

in the one hundred and twenty yard 
hurdles. W. .MacKenzie won In 10 and 
2-5 sees. This is one fifth second be- 
hind the record made by .Sid Pierce 
In J&23. A Toronto man was also 
second giving Varsity eight points. T. 
C. Darling of McGill was third. 
First heal hundred yard dash won by 
II Russell of Toronto, second Fraser 
ut McGill, third Murphy of Queens. 
Ten and one fiftli seconds. In the 
second heal the same time was made 
with .Morrison or Toronto leading iol-

ICE IMITIONS 

Royal Astronomical Society Met Here 
Last Night 

DR. H. T. BARNES 



Lecture Illustrated by Lantern 
Slides — Large Attendance 
• — Officers Elected 



"Not many of us see the sun rise in 
the early morning — and those who do 
nre Ihe ones coining home the morn- 
li.g after the tilghl before," remarked 
Dr. II. T. Barnes during his lecture 
last night before the member* of the 
Montrent Centre of the Hoyal Astrono- 
mical Society. "The Influence of Early 
Morning Light on Ice- Formation" was 
the topic of a very interesting lecture. 

"I shall show you pictures of vari- 
ous sun-rises and sun-sets, but al- 
though they are as good representa- 
tions as can possibly be> obtained, one 
cannot appreciate the full beauty of 
the scenes unless one soes the real 
thing. 

"The earth is constantly loosing bent 
at a fixed rate. During the daytime 
this loss of terrextlul heat is offset 
by the sun's radiation. If the sun 
were suddenly cut off and the atmos- 
phere removed, the temperature of the 
earth would fall to absolute zero. 

"The early morning light has intri- 
cate and Interesting properties with 
regard to ice-formation. The darkest 
period of the night is just before (lawn. 
The atmosphere is then In the purest 
stnte possible. But with the coming of 
dawn, all this severity is upset. The 
water evaporates to form small eol- 
loidial particles. With the continua- 
tion of sunshine these colloidial par- 
ticles are converted Into tiny crystals 
v hlch continue to grow as the time 
duration increases. A gray fog forms 
at first and this gives way to a yel- 
low one and then to a. black ono. In- 
creasing sunshine causes this fog :o 
lift." 

The multi-colors seen in sunrises 
and sumsots are due to the water- 
vapor and duBt contained in the at- 
mosphere. This vapor and dust con- 
stantly change position and density, 
with the result thai their llght-ub-

The exhibition Illustrating the )>ook- 
crafts of the East. Near and Far, opens 
at McGill University In November, 
Many of the oxhibts axe shown for 
tho first time In Montreal, as they 
arrived from Ceylon, India, Persia and 
China during the summer. 

In the l'arslan and Arabic section 
are some fine examples of papier 
mache book covers, beaut fully de- 
corated with floral and gcomotrlca.1 
designs and lacquered. Of .similar 
workmanship are numerous examples 
of the alamadan or pen case used by 
Ihe Persian scribes. The pens them- 
selves were for several centuries made 
from a species of reed ahundant In 
Ihe East. There are several examples 
of Ink wells made of brass and w th 
two sections for red and black Ink. 

Among Uhc manuscripts, of which 
there are a number with beautifully 
Illuminated title pages and illustrat- 
ion one of which was purchased re- 
cently through funds donated by 
"Fronds tf the Library". These are 
to be found In one of the wall cases. 
As mauscripts of this type are becom- 
ing Increasingly rare, the University 
s fortunate in having theso excellent 
examples. 

Among the books exhibited are 
romances, hlstor'es, and religious 
books from the fifteenth century on- 
wards, many of them Illustrated with 
splendid specimens tf the decorator's 
art. In addition to a representative 
collection of single pages from fifteeth 
and sixteenth century manuscripts 
wth delicately Illuminated gold bord- 
ers, there are several examples or" the 
Koran in manuscript. 

Hindu Section 

The Hindu section, which is almost 
garnish in its display of reds, yellows, 
and ' greens, contains a pack of circu- 
lant play ng cards which Is of parti- 
cular Interest, and three examples of 
paintings tf tho Tagore School. These 
however, show modern European In- 
fluences and. to Western eyes, have

In the material relating to Canadian 
history, as well as to the educational 
and Industrial nterests of our country 
The Library Museum Is to Illustrate 
the hitory of the book from the earl- 
llest times down to the present age 
and many are tho varied collections, 
among them being several Egyptian 
And classical addltons. As for the 
Redpath and Strathcona museums, 
the former will be tho home of the 
N'n.tura.l History and Geology, while 
tho latter will contain all collections 
pertaining to Ethnology.

Coach Refuses to Make Pre? 
diction on Outcome of. 
Crucial Game 



CHEMICALS VISIT 
M.LH.jAS WORKS 

Various Processes Explained 
in Detail by Superintendent 



The Chemical Industrial Club had 
their first trip of the season this 
week, when they visited the Montreal 
L. H. and P. Co. Ga s Plant at La 
Salle. The members were shown 
around by Mr. Carmell, the superin- 
tendent, who explained everything in 
detail; and, despite the cloudy ap- 
pearance of the sky, the trip was a 
great success. 

The plant Is complete with modern 
equipment and ' scientific control. The 
coal 13 unloaded from the canal-boats 
by steam-shovels, dumped Into cars, 
and carried to the supply pile, which 
contains about one-hundred and 
thirty-thousand tons. From here it is 
taken, as needed, by another set of 
cars, crushed to a usiform size, 
weighted, and carried by a belt to 
the top of the retort-house. Here It 
fulls Into the coal bunkers, which are 
directly over the {retorts. Ose fur 
sace heats eight of theso; the whole 
being called a "bench". The lining of 
the retorts Is of sillea. The coal Is 
carbonized and the gases are bubbled 
through hydraulic mains, filled with 
tar and ammonlcal liquors, which ex 
tract some lnpurltles and also pre 
vent the return of the gas to the re 
tort. These latter have to be cleaned 
out every' three weeks by blowing air 
through, as the coke attaches itself 
to the sides of the oven. From here 
the gas is carried away by out-mains 

10 tho exhauster, which forces it 
through the scrubbers and purifiers 
to the storage tanks. The exhauster 
maintains a vacuum on the hydraulic 
main, and Is one of the essential parts 
of commercial gas manufacture. The 
coke Is dropped into cars and carried 
away realty for use. 

Both coal and water gas are manu- 
factured. If the heating value of the 
latter Is below three- hundred and 
eighty-five R.T.l's. it is enriched by 
being mixed with oil vapours. The 
water gas Is made by passing steam 
at thirty- five pounds pressure over 
red hot coke In largo Curnuces. called 
generators. When below the standard 
B.T.U. the water gas Is sprayed with 

011 in the carbureter, a tower with 
checker-work partitions, and then 
passed through the super heater 
gas is then condensed, and bubbled

The present season in Intercollegi- 
ate rugby is probably the most evenly 
balanced in the history of the Union. 
Toronto has a team with a wealth 
of power and strength. Queen's has 
the smartest and most experienced 
players and McGill has some brilliant 
stars but a very green team. 

Toronto and Queen's are playing 
practically the same stylu of gam 
bucks with big powerful men car 
lng the ball and plenty of good kick 
lng. McGill, on the other hand 
has adopted the wide open style of. 
play, which, if perfectly executed ia 
very brilliant and spectacular, but 
when messed up. is Invariably disast- 
rous. However, with a green team ' it 
is necessary to gamble. 

I am hoping that next year tho 
rules will be modified so as to com-, 
pel all teams lo adopt the open game'. 
This would in the first place make tho 
play more pleasing to the spectators 
and secondly, for more acceptable to 
the players. It would certainly lesson 
the number of Injuries annually sufr 
forcd. 

1 believe that if only the backs wore 
allowed to carry the ball from scrim- 
mage it would mean the el'minatlon 
of heavy bucks and would lessen the 
number of injuries and provide more 
open play. 

I firmly believe that everything 
possible should bo done lo encourage 
this style of game and I know that 
it Is due to arrive in the very near 
future. 

Getting back to this season's pro- 
spects — Warren Snyder is still fifty 
per cont. of th 0 Toronto team and ho 
(.Continued on Paf* Tfci**,). 
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Professor Push 

PROFESSOR Push is a pedagogue 
efficiency expert who sits In 
his office dictating letters to his stcn 
ographer, writing speeches for his la- 
test address in the optimistic manner 
before the luncheon clubs and lecturing 
to students in a broad platitudinizing 
'fashion. He is the most recent phen- 
omenonln institutions of the higher 
learning on this continent. His ad- 
vent has been marked with the ad- 
vent of faculties and advertising, and 
efficiency in the colleges and he marks 
the coming of big business into the 
university. 

Time was when professors were 
poor scholars, unkempt and ragged, 
wearing horned spectacles and pour- 
ing over mighty tomes in the. library. 
They could never quote the latest 
registration figures In their classes, 
they did not know their courses by 
numbers and lectured when enough 
students assembled to hear them. 
They were still carrying on the me- 
dieval tradition in the university— the 
tradition of the scholar who gathered 
a group of men around him and spoke 
to them, considered with them such 
problems as are yet eternal and con- 
tinue to present difficulty to the 
thinkers of the present day. For 
that is what education is— the wrest- 
ling with certain questions which be- 
come wider and more difficult to 
grapple with the further one advances. 

That was in the days before the 
compulsory lecture, when universities 
had not been effected by contact with 
the outside world, when there was 
that true demand of knowledge for 
. its own sake which is fast being wiped 
uway as new courses are being in- 
troduced into college which have as 
their aim the salary one will com- 
mand after graduation. Dr. Leacock 
has spoken with the greatest truth 
when he said: "You put the money 
in the slot and out comes the degree." 

The modern professor — and by this 
we characterize only a type which is 
more and more apparent from day to 
day — 1b a professor of push From 
the moment that he enters the class 
:.and calls the roll to the moment that 
the bell rings he works on principles 
of Big Business. He is the executive 
ladling out sugar-coated pills. These 
■ he hus prepared In fixed doses. And 
the students, veritable parrots, absorb 
all. That searching after knowledge, 
that spirit of curlosty which was the 
essential of a good student and of a 
good professor seems to be waning. 
Standarization and the industrial- 
ism of the outside world are making 
such inroads upon the university that 
unless a definite reaction sets in 
shortly the colleges will face complete 
metamorphosis— they will become 
more than ever huge factories in which 
undergraduates and undergraduettes 
will be turned out In large numbers 
to meet the requirements of the world, 
turned out with certain set facts at 
their finger tips but lacking that true 
thirst for and spirit of inquiry which 
is the very essence of a college edu- 
cation and without which no man can 
truly say he has earned his degree. 

Professor Push must give way to 
prof essor who is able to stimulate the 
curlosty of his students and encour 
age them to search for the means 
whereby that curlosty may be sati- 
ated. This is the starting point of 
all learning. 
Fortunately all our profossors are 
f^K'not of this 9enre. The voice of prol 
>s J^test is still loud and echoes from one 
end of the continent to the other. We 
may yet be saved from the calamity 
of the efficiency expert.

(The New Student) 

Wisconsin long an innovator In 
political circles, has established an 
experiment station In college educa- 
tion. With a student body of 125 a 
new college w'.thln tho State univor 
slty opens this fall under tho guid- 
ance of Dr. Alexander Melklejohn, 
ex-prcsldent of Amherst Co'lcgo 
This college Is part of the College of 
Letters and Science and came into 
being as a laboratory for testing 
new curricula and teaching methods. 

An all- university study commis- 
sion, of which Dr. Melklejohn was a 
member, suggostod the undertaking-. 
The general plan t 0 bo followed was 
outlined by President Glenn Frank 
In an address last spring. Dr. Frank 
would do away with the elective sys- 
tem which he believes was adopted 
ns a rofugc from "an incrensjngly 
unmanageable mass of modorn know 
ledge." Ho ho'.ioves the student 
should he "exposed to a broadly con 
cerned and coherently organized' body 
of general knowledge during some 
definite period of the college years 
that precede tho lnl.en.sivo specializa- 
tion of graduate study and profes- 
sional training." The specific p'an 
originally proposed by Dr, Alexander 
Melklejohn suggested that "wo might 
find our way out of tho confused 
wilderness of unrelated specialisms 
not by any formal synthesis of mod 
ei'n Knowledge in a curriculum but by 
devoting tho freshman year to tho 
comprehensive study of a single his- 
toric episode such us the Greek oivl 
.ligation, setting the freshman to read - 
fug tho litcrutiiro or Hint period, and, 
under tho friendly guidance and sti- 
mulation of special fields, taking 
that civilization to pieces, seeing |jow 
It worked, what forces animated it, 
and what genus of the future wero 
thrown up by It." His assumption 
was ihat in a yonr of roaming with- 
in tho catholic boundaries of that 
s'ngu'nrly fruitful experiment in cl- 
frcshmcn would see

The Story 

Of Philosophy 



TORONTO TEAM SECURES 
TRUCK VICTORY 



There comes n time In the life of 
hoarly every college student when ho 
nsl^s himself the question, "what Is It 
nil about?"— what Ik the moaning of 
Everything, or is there any moaning? 
the world of his own life— whence do. 
they originate and whither clo they 
lend? God, freedom, and Immortality 
»— aro they sublime truths or empty 
Illusions? At the moment when the 
student asks himself this complex 
question, ramifying In a thousand 
directions, he has become a philo- 
sopher. But he rarely remains one for 
more than a moment at a time. The 
insistent pleasure of all manner <>f 
local activities— athletics, classes, 
Student politics, dances, loves and 
flirtations— drive the universe jnto 
the. background, if he thinks about it 
Ht all, it Is to postpone the issue: " 
will look Into that some other time. 
So the majority. A considerable mini 
berT however, will take the thins 
more seriously and try to find ans 
wcrs to their questions. A member of 
Ibis group will turn to whatever paro 
chlal faith he happens to have been 
wrought up in and will see It for the 
first time with washed eyes: some 
reading of theologians and apol NSsts 
soon convinces him ol their lack of 
candor, and be turns with eager ex 
^cotations to the philosophers, who 
show a delightful disposition to go to 
the bottom of the very matters in 
which he is interested. Hut when he 
strives" to accompany them on their 
prégrinations through the deep 
•waters, he finds that his nay is lm 
pedod by unexpected obstacles. Ho 
becomes enraged with the m.xss of ill 
defined technical terms, gets cntangl 
od In the abstrucc subtleties of dla 
lectics, and is hopelessly bewildered 
by the strife of conflicting systems 
eventually, like Omar, he comes out 
by that same door wherein ho went, 
a sadder but hardly a wiser man. A 
few, indeed, favored by opportunity 
and disposition, continue te find in 
the search for ultimate truth the 
meaning of their lives, but for by far 
the larger number this is plainly im- 
possible. They are discouraged with 
philosophy, although retaining 
certain respect for It: they would like 
10 know what the philosophers are 
up to, but life is apparanetly too short 
to find out. 

To such as WHl Durant - * 

story of Philosophy will come as a 
podsend. it is perhaps the best Intro- 
duction to philosophy ever written, 
.some courage is required thus to 
praise a book which so quickly has 
become a best-seller, but in this case, 
us Oscar Wilde would say, the public 
has achieved a success. Dewey's 
statement of the essence of Duranfs 
accomplishment can hardly be bet- 
tored: "he has bumanized'rather Vhan 
merely popularized the story of philo 
uuphy." Here philosophy is not merely 
knowledge but wisdom, not merely 
^uitle to truth but a guide to life 
Such ' as the Greek conception of 
philosophy: such, though less clearly 
was the Scholastic conception; only 
In modern times has philosophy; like 
iiire; occasionally tended to withdraw 
jlnto an Ivory tower and contemn the 
world. By and large It is fair to say 
that philosophy litis been the most 
fundemeiiially practical and useful of 
"all sciences. When you tell me that 
man Is a physicist or a chemist, you 
have told me nothing about the man 
you have merely told me his vocation 
but -when you say that a man is : 
Sloic or an Epicurean, a scholastic 
or an empiricist, an idealist or a ma- 
terialist or a skeptic, you are reveal- 
ing something fundamental in him 
an Internal pattern, a genera) outlook 
from which 1 can usually infer his 
religions attitude, his ethical ideas 
and even 'his politicul preference 
The story of philosophy can be no 
more, and should be no less, than 
life's consciousness of its own mean 
ing. Jt is thus that Will Durant has 
understood it. To put in untechnical 
language what the wisc-st men have 
though about the meaning of life, to 
trace the origin and effect or their 
ideas, and to attempt some indepen 
dant valuation of the latter— this was 
the throefold purpose of his work 
Even with all due reservations— and 
there are some .tremendous réserva 
lions that must be made— it is no 
Ing more than justice to assert thai 
on the whole he has been marvellous! 
successful. 

The outstanding feature ,,f the 
book is its presentation of the most 
abstrucc and subtle doctrines in laj) 
guages that is clear, simple, und at 
tractive. The work is almost js cu/sy 
to read as any well-written novel, yet 
the author has rarely done wrong to 
the essential meaning of any of his 
philosophers. The secret lies partial- 
ly in his gusto and boldness. He is 

not an original thinker but he is an

indopendant one. There is nothing of 
the pedant about, no tendency to lose 
the forest in the trees. He glvos the 
impression that he is a lover of philo- 
sophy who -."yin absorbed the teach- 
ings of its various schools so tho- 
roughly that he can oaslly reproduce 
them In his own languago, Infusing 
into It the passionate delight of his 
studies and at the same time criticiz- 
ing it with freedom o«d irreverence 
bred of long familiarity. He knows, 
rt.oo, when to quote. The numerous 



philosophers aro Invariably well chose, 
interesting in themselves and typical 
of their writers. Lastly he has the 
gilt of repartee. Ills books abounds 
in epigrams, usually clever although 
sometimes superficial and oecaslanal- 
ly sinking into cheap witticism, but 
always summarizing curtly a definite 
point of view. 

Vnother merit but one almost merg- 
ing into a defect In this connection is 
the author's power of characteriza- 
tion, lie Is a keen psychologist. The 
philosophers who march through his 
volume from Plato to Dewey are one 
md all made living figures, with 
characteristic strides or struts, with 
beating hearts as well as active brains. 
They arc, most essentially, human 
being in a human environment', This is 
ill to the good — save that one may 
have too much of even a good thing. 
.St times in "The story of Philosophy" 
one almost feels that his rending a 
colllon of short biographies Instead 
of a work on philosophy. The Ideat 
is Independent of any of these con- 
siderations. The thoughts of a fool 
have their genesis as well as^hose of 
a wise man; in fact, one chief differ 
once between wise men and fool Is 
precised that the thoughts of the lat- 
ter ale concerned with the personal 
events of his own life. The constant 
cure of every philosopher worthy of 
the name to escape from the personal 
equation is too little borne In mind 
in Durant's "Story"; the author talks 
sometimes as if he regarded philoso- 
phy as a nothing more than the ex- 
pression of a temperament or an age 
:,s if he profited nothing" from 
Socrates and Plato; and where this is 
the case, his work, of course, sacri- 
fices accuracy and permanent vaule 
to interest and transient appeal. On 
the other hand, before judging an idea 
. nc must undersiand It, and before 
understanding, one must be Interest- 
ed in it. The ideas of Durnnt's long 
line of philosophers are eminently in- 
teresting and alive leaping out from 
biographical facts and continuing 
their existence in other men long 
after the death of their progenitor. 
His method, on the whole, even grant- 
ing Its over-emphasis, seems Justifl- 
el by his purposes. The biographical 
material will add to the value of his 
work for the philosophical neophyte, 
however disturbing and irrelevant It 
may seem to the initiate. 

Perhaps no original and profound 
philosopher could have written so good 
an Introduction to philosophy. The 
best scholars are not generally the 
best teachers. The one who helps 
us most is one not too far above us. 
The author of "The Story of Philo- 
sophy" is a pragmatist of the pragma- 
lists and shares all the defects of the 
school to which he belongs. In his 
praiseworthy desire to humanize 
philosophy, he forgets that human 
beings do not constitute the universe, 
j .ogie, epistemology, and metaphy- 
sics are completely subordinated by 
him to scientific mellfodology, ethics, 
and politics. Thus he gives more 
space to Bacon than Plato, and as a 
climax of wilfullness devotes fifty- 
four pages to Voltaire, who as a philo- 
sopher could not have been disposed 
of in a foot-note, while he deems 
nine pages enough for Hegel, and half 
a page sufficient for five centuries of 
Scholasticism. Yet even here, per- 
haps, the approach is not without de- 
fence as constituting the path most ac- 
cessible to the general reader who Is 
Initially at least, likely to be far more 
interested in himself than in the uni- 
verse, or God. Less capable of apo- 
logy is the talk of a specifically 
American philosophy, foreshadowed in 
John Dewey, which will be entirely di- 
vorced from European tradition — 
which is similar to demanding an 
American physics entirely divorced 
from the work of Newton and Calileo. 
National provincialism could Jiardly 
go further unless it is on the last page 
where the author asserts that leisure 
und luxury have always led to cul- 
ture (witness possibly Assyria, Per- 
sia, Phoenicia, and Carthage?) and 
that since we possess wealth wo shull 
inevitably possess philosophy. All of 
which moans that Will Durant has the 
typical qualities of his fellow-country 
mon- irrepressible bouyancy, zest, the 
Instinct of expansion, and tradition 
Nevertheless he hus given us o. book 
In which he has caught, by no mcuns 
all but a good part of the tradition of 
philosophy, and the part of It perhaps 
most cssentiul for the general reader 
He has written not a book of phllo 
sophy nor a history of philosophy — 
neither of which lie pretended to 
wrJte — but an excellent introduction 
to philosophy, more one-sided than 
others, it Is true, but Incomparably 
more a'ive than any of them.
